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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Whe Miracle Worker- Playhouse 10/19. 7 pro votes- 
including 5 raves- filed on William Gibson's new play with 
Anne Bancroft and Patty Duke winning cheers from all in 
Fred Coe production, staged by Arthur Penn. Milder views 
on script voiced by Times and World Telegram & Sun. Kerr, 
Herald Tribune, admitted most reviewers overpraise, but 
he hoped readers believed him that play is really and truly 
powerful, hair-raising, spine-tingling, touching and just plain 
wonderful , cast magnificent, direction brilliant. Chapman, 
News, picked Gibson as the best living playwright of the new 
season and Bancroft the best actress on Broadway. Coleman, 
Mirror, loved Bancroft's performance which left an indelible 
imprint on the audience's mind and heart, magnificent theatre 
staged with sympathy and force. Watts, Post, applauded the 
interesting, absorbing evening that never stoops to being a 
tear-jerker, his only complaint was the use of an off-stage 
voice. McClain, Journal American, also cheered play and 
players that pack enormous excitment, sentiment, and humor 
into evening. Milder approval from Atkinson, Times, was 
due to his thought that the script still had the loose narrative 
of a TV play and enough scenery for a musical, otherwise he 
joined raves for Bancroft and Duke and perceptive direction. 
Aston, WTS, milder view was that play became a little sticky, 
because it was almost too much of a good thing, but he agreed 
that the performances were pulsating. 


Heartbreak House- Billy Rose- 10/18. 7 pro votes on 
revival of Bernard Shaw's 1919 comedy with Maurice Evans, 
Sam Levene, Diane Cilento, Pamela Brown, Diane Wynyard, 
Alen Webb, Dennis Price, staged by Harold Clurman, pre- 
sented for limited 14 week run by Evans and Robert Joseph. 
All complimented the all-star cast, though there was a dif- 
ference of opinion on the merits of Shaw's script. Atkinson, 
Times, thought it only mildly interesting with all perform- 
ances bright, but only Evans and Levine in more than one 
dimension , most are like Noel Coward more than Shaw . 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, enjoyed Shaw's kindliest play, that 
is only weak because he makes his characters too nice and 
because the director left some stretches that strain, Cole- 
man, Mirror, praised the excellent revival of an intelligent 
comedy with Evans finest in all-star cast each of which is 
giving one of their finest performances. Chapman, News, 
raved about the memorable performances by the fabulous 
company with Shaw at his most peppery. Watts, Post, liked 
the constantly delightful, stimulating completly fresh product- 
ion with its admirable cast teamwork. Aston, WTS, okayed 
it for admirable cast, not talky play. McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, noted play is muddle and meandering but acts as a 
brilliant showcase for a staggering array of stars. 


The refurbished playhouse, formerly the National, 
drew 3 pro votes- Herald Tribune, News, World Tele- 
gram and Sun, and was not mentioned in the reviews of 
the rest. Chapman, News, applauded the beautifully and 
amusingly redone playhouse designed by Oliver Messel. 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, noted that the newly dressed play- 
house that is named for a single Rose looks like a Tourn- 
ament of Roses. Aston, WTS, liked the freshly decorated 
theatre in lush and warm tones of cherry-cola, 


The Warm Peninsula- | pro- Mirror- and 6 con- 
filed on new play by Joe Masteroff with Julie Harris, 
June Havoc, Farley Granger, staged by Warren Enters, 
presented by Manning Gurian. Mild approval from Cole- 
man, Mirror, based on excellent cast and direction of a 
worthy, but wordy, script by a promising playwright. But 
majority felt talents of stars wasted on poor script. At- 
kinson, Times, marked it an empty play which inspite of 
deft staging and a charming cast was like a serial story 
in a tawdry romance magazine. Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
feared play was as shallow was the immature life it was 
charting. Chapman News, tabbed it romantic goo which 
he didn't believe a word of. Only Ruth White reached him. 
Watts, Post, panned it as a ramshackle vehicle wasting the 
talents of Harris and Havoc who would have done better 
reciting from the phone book. Aston, WTS, felt play never 
came to life, portions of it which cast spoke instead of 
acted was complete waste of good actors. An inept and 
pedestrian effort, conceived in platitudes and bearing 
slight warmth or conviction, summed McClain, Journal 
American, 


The Golden Fleecing- Miller 10/15 .4 pro-Times, News, 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and 3 con- Herald 
Tribune, Mirror, Post- filed on new comedy by Lorenzo Sem- 
ple, Jr presented by CourtneyBurr and Gilbert Miller, staged 
by Abe Burrows with Tom Poston, Robert Elston, Constance 
Ford. Affirmative voters enjoyed mild farce well played and 
superbly directed, while negative voters thought original idea 
not worth a full evening of fun. Atkinson, Times, applauded 
it as original, innocent good natured, enjoyable farce staged 
like a circus, Chapman, News, found it the most enjoyable kind 
of good American theatre, farce has funny lines, pleasant cast, 
and some screwball touches of direction with Mickey Deems 
picked as the best of the minor comics. McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, okayed show with more than the usual helpings of mad- 
ness and hilarity,a grateful and unpretentious exercise. Aston, 
WTS, admitted it was no masterpiece, but with Burrows admir- 
able staging of cast of clowns it will do until something better 
comes along. Con side headed by Kerr, Herald Tribune, put 
blame on the farce machinery which stops and starts, spoiling 
its own best efforts by following a good line with a weak one, 
though he agreed Poston was funny and Burrows direction per- 
fect. Coleman, Mirror, marked it almost, but not quite success- 
ful farce that took 1 and 1/2 acts toget started and in which the 
first rate cast cashes in on every sight gag presented. Watts, 
Post , felt play was more laborious than entertaining and had 
only a few minutes of lively humor.

Deirdre of the Sorrows- Gate 10/14. 6 pro-Times, 
Herald Tribune, Mirror, Post, World Telegram Sun, Journal 
American- filed on revival of J, M, Synge Irish folk play pre- 
sented by Gregory-MacDonald-Smith, staged by Edwin Sherin 
with Salome Jens,Ray MacDonnell. Reviewers unanimously 
agreed that difficult play was given an admirable production 
and that leading roles portrayed by Jens and MacDonnell were 
brilliantly portrayed, with other cast members not up to them. 
Gelb, Times, recommended it for the inspired moments that 
attain the harmony author of lyrical masterpiece intended, he 
noted play makes almost impossible demands on its cast. 
Crist, Herald Tribune, felt leads help capture the important 
moments in an otherwise far from satisfactory cast. Cole- 
man, Mirror, tabbed it a first rate revival with Jens specially 
moving. Both tenants of Gate and Cricket Theatres at 162- 
Second Av justify the existence of Off Broadway, he added. 
Watts, Post, labeled production a good try at something worth 
trying, though most of cast lack capacity or experience to 
make the lilting speeches sing. Aston, WTS, okayed it for the 
valor in the text, though he was annoyed by some of the Irish 
accents and the lack of full musical covering. McClain, Jour- 
nal American, cheered it as a thoughtful and explicit pro- 
duction by an extremly capable cast headed by Jens, he 
approved it for theatre fans "Who Care."' 


All The King's Men-East 74th St 10/16. 3 pro- Times, 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and 2 con-Herald 
Tribune, Post- filed on Robert Penn Warren's third stage ver- 
sion of his novel presemed by Bouche-Brockman-Michaels, 
staged by Mark Schoenberg with Clifton James. Pro side 
enjoyed engrossing political drama and the tour de force per- 
formance of James as a Huey Long type politician , while 
con side okayed acting but thought documentary script long 
and dull, Atkinson, Times, rated it an engrossing play that 
raises profound moral questions with admirable perform- 
ances and resourceful direction. McClain, Journal American, 
and Aston, WTS, both raved about the engrossing play and the 
superb performance of James. Latter thought plot got too 
intricate and dialogue too fluent. 


Burning Bright- Theatre East- 10/16-10/24. 4 cons- 
Times, Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- 
filed on revival of 1950 John Steinbeck play presented by 
Robert Cavallo, staged by Matt Cimber with Philip Kennealy, 
Leon Stevens, Sandy Dennis, Clifford David in 4 character 
cast, Players were generally panned more than play Funke, 
Times, suggested theme sufficient for 1 act play; and except 
that director and cast were earnest there is not much else to 
say. Herridge, Post, blamed cast for making joke of Stein- 
beck's poetry. O'Connor, Journal American, thought play it- 
self had not significance and cast was weak and wooden. 
Krisher, WTS, added that the acting was worse than the un- 
speakable lines while Dennis' twitching was annoying. 


Susannah and the Elders-Broadway Chapel 10/18. 1 
pro- Funke, Times, approved of James Bridie's Bibical play 
to be presented for 10 Sunday 5 PM performances by Broad- 
way Chapel Players.

SECOND GUESSES...The Gang's All Here generates a cur- 
ious faith, a faith built up out of theatrical rather than 
literary devices, out of sheer technical know-how, com- 
ments Kerr, Herald Tribune... Political drama has its 
faults, including its tendency to be more interesting as 
a chronicle than moving as a drama, but its enormous 
merits, the excitement, power and significance of what 
it has to say, make it something that should be seen, 
applauds Watts, Post. 


INTERVIEW HI-LITES...Patty Duke, The Miracle Worker, 
hopes she can stay little for a few years, Fields, Mir- 
ror, learned. Her contract states that if she grows 2 
inches she loses the role of Helen Keller as a little 
girl...Robert Penn Warren, author of All the King 's 
Men, feels the current version of his play-novel- 
film-TV version is a new play, he told Cleaves, WTS. 
He hadn't seen the TV version at all, he hadn't seen 
the film in 8 years, and hadn't read the novel since 
1948...Robert Preston, The Music Man, keeps his 
role fresh after a two year run by being with a happy 
company, by playing to an appreciate audience nightly, 
many of whom have seen show 4 and 5 times, he told 
Calta, Times.

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Heartbreak House is a stunning display of theatre at 
its brightest. Seven Teading roles are given brilliant por- 
trayals in a sparkling Shaw comedy, each role is presented 
as a tour de force but thanks to the sheer good taste and good 
manners of the players involved no rivalry and/or scene steal- 
ing takes place. The handsome set and unusual costumes add 
to the superb event . Though the entire company deserves 
equal plaudits the diverse casting of Maurice Evans as a real 
life Shaw, beard and all, and of Sam Levene in his first real 
drama are the highlights of an exciting evening of theatre in 
the handsome refurbished Billy Rose Theatre. 


The Golden Fleecing is a funny modern farce ignited 
by the vigorous and often ingenious comic direction of Abe 
Burrows and the continuous underplaying of Tom Poston . 
Several of the scenes are as hilarious as any seen here in 
recent years. The expert teamwork of the young comics in 
the cast cover up some of the slower moments and the in- 
ventive sight gags deserve a prize from somebody.

Summer of the 17th Doll is an excellent revival of a 
first rate Australian play which should have, but didn't do 
as well on its Broadway try as it did in other parts of the 
world, Though some of the critics complained, the accents 
of the original Australian cast were comprehensible if the 
playgoer really listened, while the put-on accents of the 
current American cast are only confusing and sometimes 
forgotten entirely by the cast members. But this is the 
only possible complaint of the present revival and its other- 
wise excellent cast. As the first Arena Stage, Washington. 
D.C. production to be viewed in NY, it is fine example of 
good theatre in all departments.

Deirdre of the Sorrows is a truly beautiful production 
of a beautiful Irish folk play. The physical elements are per- 
fect, the direction, the sets, lights,and music convey a mood 
and charm that captures the audience from the first. The two 
leading players Salome Jens and Ray MacDonnell are such 
gifted young actors bringing so much warmth and charm to the 
roles that they cover the sins of miscasting in some of the 
minor roles. Inspite of this occupational hazard the product- 
ion is one of the best viewed Off Broadway in several seasons. 
It is a valuable opportunity to see a seldom done play presented 
with love and care,

A statue of limitations on the long-run feud between 
NY Shakespeare Festival producer Joe Papp and NY Park 
Commissioner Robert Moses is called for. The verbal battle 
has been carried on for more years than is healthy for either 
side. Critical and public support is one-sided in favour of the 
excellent presentations Papp's group has given the city in Cen- 
tral Park, The democ ratic thing is for Moses to simply sub- 
mit to public opinion and stop making life difficult to such pub- 
lic spirited, talented people as director Stuart Vaughan 
and others responsible for the outdoor productions. The sug- 
gestion of Robert Dowling to create a Board of Trustees, minus 
the Park Commissioner, might be the solution. But you can be 
sure that Moses is not going to give up his pet publicity peeve 
without a fight.
